Fishing, an Daily Astorian 


Oregon tradition = * si August M4. 1987

A traditional North Coast industry is the 
inspiration behind the 94th staging of one of the 
region’s biggest annual celebrations. 

“Fishing, an Oregon Tradition”’ is the theme 
for this year’s Astoria Regatta, one of the 
Northwest's oldest continuous community 
events. The fun starts Tuesday and continues 


through Sunday. 

Peter Strandberg, 
president of the Astoria 
Regatta Association, said 
the theme reaffirms the 
community’s pride in its 
fishing industry heritage, 
especially in light of 
recent legislative efforts 
to restrict commercial 
gillnet fishing on the 
lower Columbia River. 

‘After all, commercial 
fishing was the reason 
for the Regatta to start 
with,” Strandberg said. 
“It celebrated the end of 
the fishing season in 
August.” 

Presiding as admiral over this year’s festival 
is Graham Barbey of Portland, an Astoria 
native who owned the Barbey Packing Corp. 
here and who now heads Barbey Investment 
Company. Serving as admiral’s aide will be 
Gerald Frank of Washington, D.C., chief of staff 
to U.S. Sen. Mark Hatfield, R-Ore. 

The festival again will offer its popular mix of 
activities, including sailboat races, parades, 
fireworks, dances, and vessel tours. 


THE FIRST EVENT will be the Junior 
Regatta Parade in downtown Astoria at 6:30 
p.m. Tuesday. Sponsored by the Astoria 
Kiwanis Club, it is open to youths of all ages. 

Wednesday at 8 p.m., the Regatta Queen will 
be crowned at Astoria High School, 1001 W. 
Marine Drive. One of five princesses will 
assume the crown when it is relinquished that 
evening by last year’s queen, Renee Ann 
Hanson of Hammond. 

After the ceremony will be a public reception 
in the school cafeteria. Both are sponsored by 
the Astoria Anchor Club. 

The next day, the Queen’s Luncheon, also 
sponsored by the Anchor Club, will be held at 
noon in the Chinook Room of the Red Lion Inn, . 
400 Industry. Reservations are required. 

Now in its third year, ‘Shanghaied in 
Astoria,” a popular locally produced 
melodrama, returns as part of the Regatta 
celebration Thursday night. It will be staged in 
the lobby of the John Jacob Astor Apartments, a 
renovated former hotel at 14th and Commercial 
streets, at 7:30 each night through Saturday. 
Admission is $5, or $4.50 for students and senior 
citizens. 

A Regatta, of course, must have boats, and 
two featured vessels will be provided by the 
Navy and Coast Guard. 


THE USS BARBEY, a 438-foot guided missile 
frigate based in San Diego, Calif., will arrive 
Tuesday and stay through Aug. 23. 

Launched in 1971 and commissioned in 1972, 
the vessel is named after the late Vice Admiral 
Daniel Edward Barbey, one-time commander of 
amphibious forces in the southwest Pacific 
Ocean and the uncle of the Regatta admiral. 

Tentatively scheduled to visit the Regatta is 
the vice admiral’s widow, Mrs. Daniel Barbey, 
94, of Olympia, Wash. 

Also visiting will be the U.S. Coast Guard

Friday at noon will be a buffet luncheon 
honoring festival Admiral Barbey at the Astoria 
Elks Lodge, 453 11th St. At 2:30 p.m. will bea 
rose planting ceremony involving the Regatta 
Court and including refreshments and 
entertainment. It will be on the grounds of the 
Capt. George Flavel House, 441 Fighth St. 

At4p.m., the queen and court will officially 
open Regatta Square at the Port of Astoria’s 
Pier 3, Featured will be arts and crafts, food 
booths, entertainment and a beer garden. It will

open at noon both Saturday and Sunday. 


THE REGATTA’S TWILIGHT Boat Parade 
on the Columbia River, which usually attracts 
up to 25 boats, will start at 7 p.m. Friday. The 
boats will travel from the West End Mooring 
Basin to the port’s Pier 3, then turn and go 
upstream to the Columbia River Maritime 
Museum, 1792 Marine Drive. 

After that will be a fireworks display at dusk, 
from a barge moored just west of the Astoria 
Bridge. 

A dance for teen-agers, the Regatta Rocker, 
will start at 9 p.m. Friday at the Columbia Expo 
Center, 1636 Exchange St. Featured will be disc 
jockey Bill Meyer from Seattle’s KPLZ-FM 
radio. The event will be repeated at the same 
time Saturday. 

Taking place all day both Friday and 
Saturday will be a slow-pitch softball 
tournament at Tapiola Park, on West Marine 
Drive on the city’s south side. A tennis 
tournament will also be held Saturday at 
Niagara Park, at 7th Street and Niagara 
Avenue. 

Taking place from 10 a.m. to4 p.m. on 
Saturday, and 1 p.m. to 4 p.m. on Sunday, will 
be self-guided Historic Homes Tours sponsored 
by the Clatsop County Historical Society. The 
tours start at the Flavel House, where tickets 
can be purchased. Cost for adults will be $7.50 
and for students, $1. Children 5 and younger will 
be admitted free. 

Festival patrons can get a hearty start to 
Saturday’s events with the “Buckaroo 
Breakfast”’ from 7 a.m. to 11 a.m., sponsored by 
Astoria Elks at the Elks Lodge, 11th and 
Exchange. 


THE VISITING SHIPS will be open to tours by 
the general public from noon to 4 p.m. both 
Saturday and Sunday at the Port of Astoria 
docks. 

The festival’s primary attraction, the Astoria 
Regatta Grand Land Parade, will start at 1 p.m. 
sharp on Saturday in downtown Astoria. The 
grand marshal this year is Rear Admiral

Like the sextant that keeps a mari- 
her on course, Shelby Donithorne 
guides the Astoria Anchor Club. 

Mrs. Donithorne is the club’s 1987 
skipper — the equivalent of president 
for the organization whose sole 
purpose is to promote the annual 
Astoria Regatta. 

The club, formed in 1933 when 10 
women began meeting in a boat house, 
apparently has done a good job. The 
Astoria Regatta is in its 94rd year, 
making it one of the oldest continuous 
community festivals in the Northwest. 

The skipper’s main tasks are ensur- 
ing that the Anchor Club stays on 
course and assisting the five prin- 
cesses on the Astoria Regatta court 
with their many duties. It’s not an easy 
task or one that ends with the festival’s 
last event. 

From the moment the skipper is 
installed in January, “that’s when you 
immediately start doing your work,” 
she says. ‘“‘We’re really busy all year.”’ 

Each month there’s a special event 
— whether it the annual tea, the 
Christmas auction or another fund- 
raising event to pay for the Regatta 
court’s wardrobe and expenses. 


TRAVELING AROUND THE 
Northwest is all part of the job for the 
Regatta princesses. They make 
speeches to countless civic groups and 
clubs and appear in parades in various 
communities. By their sides all the 
way are Mrs. Donithorne and their 
chaperones, helping the girls write 
their speeches, getting them to their 
appointments on time and giving them 
an extra boost of confidence. 

“We've really traveled a lot this 
year,” says Mrs. Donithorne. Besides 
parades in the Sunset Empire, the 
court participated in the Portland Rose 
Festival’s Starlight Parade — bringing 
home a ribbon — and in the Seattle 
Seafare parade. It was the first time in 
many years the court traveled to the 
Seattle event. 

“It’s been a lot of fun, but a lot of 
hard work. Many hours on the phone, 
lots of traveling,” she says. ‘‘But I’ve 
enjoyed it.”’ 

Each year Mrs. Donithorne looks 
forward to the Queen’s Coronation, her 
favorite event during Regatta. “It’s 
the highlight of the Regatta. I just 
think it’s beautiful.” But she admits to 
mixed emotions about this year’s 
event.

parade, was disbanded during World 
War II when there was no Regatta or 
Rose Festival. It never reorganized 
but Anchor club members, clad in 
navy blazers and white slacks or 
skirts, still walk together in parades. 
The Anchor club has about 75 active, 
associate and charter members. 


Making up Mrs. Donithorne’s Anchor 
Club “‘crew’’ are First Mate Marlene 
Mestrich — the equivalent of club vice 
president, which means she automa- 
tically will become skipper in 1988; 
Yeoman Judy Johnson; Purser Diane 
Service; Historian Deborah Hollen- 
beck; Corresponding Yeoman Becky 
Haglund Smith; Publicity Person Max- 
ine Dymond; and Executive Officer 
Velma Kee.

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Barbey, Frank have encore show

When Graham Barbey was 15 years 
old, he drove one of the cars that 
carried the Astoria Regatta princesses 
in the Grand Land Parade. 

Twenty years ago, he and Gerry 
Frank were vice admiral and admiral 
of the Astoria Regatta; however, this 
year, the tables will be turned. Barbey, 
68, will serve as admiral of the 1987 
Astoria Regatta, assisted by Gerry 
Frank as vice admiral. Former 
Astoria Mayor Robert Chopping will 
assist Frank in his duties. 

Barbey has fond memories of 
Regatta time in Astoria. ‘I couldn’t 
have grown up in Astoria and not hada 
soft spot for it,” he says. 

A native of Astoria, Barbey attended 
Astoria High School in 1934 and 1935. 
He graduated from Stanford 
University with a bachelor’s degree in 
economics in 1941 and, in 1947, married 
Anne Murray of Tacoma, Wash.

Barbey, Portland. He’s past president 
of the Astoria Rotary Club and Astoria 
Golf & Country Club, past chairman of 
the Clatsop County and Astoria 
planning commissions and past 
director and disaster chairman of the 
Clatsop County chapter of the 
American Red Cross. He also is and 
past member of the Astoria School 
Board, past director of the Astoria 
Chamber of Commerce and past 
vestry member of Grace Episcopal 
Church. 


GERRY GRANK, ALTHOUGH not 
Astoria born and bred, is from a 
fourth-generation Oregon family. He 
has served as chief of staff to U.S. Sen.

Rear Adm. Theodore Wojnar, 
commander of the 13th Coast Guard 
District, will be the marshal of the 
Grand Land Parade Saturday. 


WOJNAR, A NATIVE of Holyoke, 
Mass., attended the University of 
Massachusetts before earning an 
appointment to the U.S. Coast Guard 
Academy as a cadet. After his 
graduation from the academy in 1953, 
he began his career with the Coast 
Guard in the Arctic aboard the 
Boston-based icebreaker Eastwind. He 
then served with the International Ice 
Patrol as an aerial ice observer and 
ice patrol duty officer in 
Newfoundland. In 1957 he was 
engineering officer aboard the cutter 
Chincoteague, based in Norfolk, Va. 

After his Arctic tours, Wojnar served 
as deputy group commander and 
industrial manager of Coast Guard 
Base Milwaukee, Wis. After receiving 
his post-graduate degree in civil 
engineering from Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute in Troy, N.Y., he 
was assigned to Honolulu as industrial 
manager of Coast Guard Base Sand 
Island.

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Grandstands 
gave up-close 
Regatta view

In the days when fishing sailboats docked in Astoria, 
everyday life was closely tied to the waterfront — and so was 
the Astoria Regatta. 

Waterborne activities were a focal point of the festival, and 
essential to viewing them was a waterfront pavilion and 
grandstand. Astorians in the late 1800s and early 1900s could 
view the popular fishing boat races from this favored spot. 

The structure that used to house spectators underwent some 
changes throughout the history of the festival, but remained 
close to Astoria’s heart. 

A Regatta program from 1933 stated that spectators could 
see the boat races from the covered grandstand at the foot of 
11th Street. Another grandstand was used probably in the 
1890s, as shown in old photographs of the waterfront. 

By the 1930s, the grandstand had evolved into a pavilion that 
was at the center of the Regatta. 

On July 28, 1936, the Astorian-Budget reported that $8,000 
had been allocated for the Regatta, to be used to build a 
grandstand on the west end of the north side of a building on 
the dock. The race course would run directly in front of the 
grandstand and about 600 feet away. 

A dance floor was also to be installed in the pavilion, which 
spanned three Astoria city blocks. 


BUT THE BUILDING, like so many in Astoria, burned to 
the ground. To salvage the 1940 Regatta after the Aug. 27, 1940 
fire, the community scrambled to gather the resources to 
rebuild the pavilion’s grandstand, without which the boat 
races wouldn’t have been as easily seen. 

They did it in less than 24 hours. 

The Astoria City Council held an emergency meeting as soon 
as news spread about the fire, according to an article in the 
Astorian-Budget. 

The reaction was swift and sincere. The carpenter’s union in 
the area threw out rules and regulations and made an offer to 
provide every available carpenter to build the grandstand. 
Fishermen and volunteer builders took time off from their jobs 
to help. Two lumber companies donated materials and money 
for the project, according to the newspaper article. The 
Regatta Association contributed $2,000 from insurance 
coverage on equipment that was lost in the fire. 

The council authorized the city engineer to draw up plans for 
a facility with 1,350 seats, 11 rows deep, in a 250-foot space 
near the foot of 10th Street. 

Dick Thompson was 13 years old at the time of the fire and 
remembers the old Regatta pavilion well. ‘“The whole town 
turned out,” for the Regatta in those days, he said. Bands 
played in the pavilion that later became big names, like Jan 
Garber. People flocked to the beer gardens and big dances, he 


said.

THE REGATTAS IN the late ’30s and early ’40s were very 
important to the community, Thompson said. The headlines 
about Regatta were bigger, he said, than over a story about 
the Japanese shelling of Fort Stevens. 

After the fire, enthusiasm for the Regatta diminished 
because the popular pavilion was gone, Thompson said. “It 
was a very tragic thing,’’ he said. He said he vaguely 
remembered the grandstand that the city built after the 
pavilion burned down. ‘‘I think the community hurriedly put 
up some seats for people to watch the race,”’ he said about the 
new grandstand. The grandstand at 10th Street must have 
been temporary, he said, because the Regatta ‘‘really sizzled 
down,” after the fire. But World War II also put a damper on 
the event, he said. 

No one was ever really sure why the pavilion burned down, 
but local historian Roger Tetlow remembers some speculation

about the cause. “‘There were crowds of people in it’’ just 
before the fire, he said, and someone “probably dropped a 
cigarette in some hay.”’ 

The pavilion, which covered the area between 15th and 17th 
streets on the banks of Columbia River, housed almost all the 
Regatta activities. 

BUT THE PAVILION’S most important feature was a 
grandstand that seated several thousand people. Here the 
crowd could see the thrill of the Regatta boat races — 
gillnetters, tugs, sailboats, speedboats and yachts. 

These boats raced in various classifications on a 25-mile 
course, according to a 1933 Regatta program. 

Fishing boats raced in categories based on their horsepower, 
ranging from four to 12. 

Yachts raced in handicap classes based on their size and 
motors. Yachts with smaller engines had a head start,

explained Dick Thompson, a native Astorian who remembers 
the races well. 

The “‘Flattie Class” was a race for flat-bottomed, 18-foot 
sailboats very popular at that time, Thompson said. The 
“Snipe Class’’ was for sailboats with V-shaped bottoms. 

Hydroplanes also raced — they were the first outboard 
speedboats, Thompson said. 

Another popular event was aquaplaning. Aquaplaning was 
water-skiing, except it was done on surfboards, according to 
the program. 

Today, the grandstand is gone, as is the pavilion itself. Many 
of the water events are defunct, and the focus of Regatta 
seems to have shifted from water to land. Nevertheless, events 
such as the Twilight Boat Parade, sailboat races, and tours of 
Navy and Coast Guard ships celebrate Astoria’s marine 
heritage, and the reason for the Regatta celebration.

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USS Barbey to be star of fleet 


Frigate was named 
for Astorian’s uncle

The U.S. Navy and the U.S. Coast 
Guard will be well represented at this 
year’s Astoria Regatta. 

The 438-foot frigate USS Barbey, 
carrying the numbers FF-1088 and 
with a crew of nearly 300, is scheduled 
to tie up at Port of Astoria piers 
Tuesday. The Coast Guard cutter 
Active and its complement of 70 are 
due the next day. 

Both ships are tentatively scheduled 
to be open for public tours from noon to 
4p.m. Aug. 22 and 23 at the port piers. 

The Barbey is named for the late 
Vice Admiral Daniel E. Barbey, who 
planned and led 56 amphibious 
invasions during World War II. He was 
the brother of Henry J. Barbey, 
founder of the Barbey Packing Co., 
once one of Astoria’s largest fish 
packing concerns. 

This year’s Regatta Admiral is 
Graham J. Barbey, 68, the son of 
Henry and Ethel Barbey. He was the 
owner and president of Barbey 
Packing from 1948 to 1974 and is the 
nephew of Vice Admiral Barbey. 

Rear Admiral Theodore Wojnar, 
commander of the 13th Coast Guard 
District, will serve as grand marshal 
of the Regatta’s Grand Land Parade. 
Headquartered in Seattle, the district 
encompasses Oregon, Washington, 
Idaho and Montana. 


BORN DEC. 23, 1889 in Portland, 
Daniel Barbey served in a variety of 
shipboard and staff assignments 
during World War I and the years that 
followed after graduating from the 
U.S. Naval Academy.

Early in 1943, Barbey was named 
commander of U.S. amphibious forces 
in the southwest Pacific, going on to 
plan and lead a series of landings 
during campaigns in New Britain, New 
Guinea, Morotai, the Philippines, 
North Borneo and elsewhere. His 
leadership earned him the Navy Cross, 
three Distinguished Service Medals 
and the Legion of Merit, among other 
commendations. 

His wife, Katherine Barbey, 94, of 
Olympia, Wash., plans to attend this 
year’s Regatta festivities. 

The primary mission of his 
namesake, the USS Barbey, is to 
detect and destroy enemy submarines.

Based in Port Angeles, Wash., the 
210-foot-long medium endurance cutter 
Active is a sister-ship to the 
Astoria-based Coast Guard cutter 
Resolute. 

Like the Resolute, the Active’s 
primary tasks are law enforcement 
and search and rescue missions. The 
ship is armed with one three-inch 
cannon, two .50-caliber machine guns, 
and is equipped to handle 
medium-sized helicopters. 

The Active was built in New Castle, 
N.H., and launched in 1967. Its two 
diesel engines produce 5,000 
horsepower and are capable of 
propelling the cutter at speeds of 18 
knots or more.

HOME FURNISHINGS 
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An event to celebrate the end of the fishing 
season spurred the formation of the first Astoria 
Regatta % festivals ago. 

Although it had a broader mission when it 
began, the Columbia River Maritime Museum 
is, in a sense, closely linked with the Astoria 
Regatta. The museum, however, does more 
than preserve Astoria’s rich fishing heritage — 
although it certainly does that. 

The non-profit institution, which is celebrating 
its 25th anniversary this year, exists to preserve 
and explain the history of the entire Columbia 
River region and the Northwest. And that story 
encompasses much more than fishing. 

The late Rolph Klep, a nationally known 
graphic artist, founded the museum in 1962. 
Today it draws about 90,000 visitors annually to 
its distinctive 37,000-square-foot building, whose 
roof is shaped like the crests of waves. Private 
donations entirely paid for the $3.5 million 
facility, which was completed in 1982 at 1792 
Marine Drive. 


TODAY, THE MUSEUM is arguably the best 
of its kind on the West Coast and ranks among 
the best in the nation. The museum’s third 
director, Stephen Recken, heads an 18-person 
staff and 60 volunteers. A 33-member Board of 
Trustees oversees the institution, which 
supports itself through admission fees, 
membership dues, donations and foundation 
grants. 

Seven thematic galleries, with topics ranging 
from the fur trade and exploration to naval 
history, tell the region’s history.

The program, ‘“‘Shanghaied in 
Astoria,” will be presented, along 
with a vaudeville show before the 
main event, in the lobby of the John 
Jacob Astor Apartments. The 
building, at 14th and Commercial 
streets in Astoria, is a renovated hotel 
that was built in 1922 and named for 
the fur trader whose expedition 
founded Astoria in 1811. 

Show times are Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday, Aug. 20-22, at 7:30 each 
night. Admission is $5, or $4.50 for 
students and senior citizens. Seating is 
cabaret style. 

The event is sponsored by the Astor 
Street Opry Company. The proceeds 
are contributed to a scholarship fund 
for Clatsop Community College 
students. 

In the play, Eric Olsen, played by 
Dje Wynne, is in love with Virginia 
Sweet, played by Mary Kujala. A 
villainous cannery worker, Max 
Krooke, played by Greg Miner, 
schemes to have him shanghaied — 
something that was known to have 
happened in Astoria’s early years — 
so he can get the girl and her inherited 
cannery business. 

The play’s other characters are 
rooted in actual events of the past as 
well. When Astoria was a bustling 
frontier port city, its waterfront, like 
most, had its fair share of brothels, 
and their “‘employees”’ are well 
represented in the melodrama.

references to Astoria’s rich blend of 
ethnic heritages, including Finns, 
Scandinavians and Chinese. They 
came to Astoria to take part in the 
salmon boom, working in the 
canneries or fishing on boats powered 
only by sails — the days when Regatta 
started as a way to salute the end of 
the fishing season. 

The play began a 15-performance 
run July 23. 

The play is now in its third year. 
The Astor Street Opry Company had 
been doing several plays per season 
before deciding to do a melodrama, 
according to Dell Corbett, the play’s 
director. Corbett is the drama 
instructor at Clatsop Community 
College. 

Since the play was written by 
Tammy Phillips of Astoria, it has 
becoming somethng of a tradition 
itself.

Four are older than Regatta itself 


Historic tour includes 6 buildings 


Four homes on the annual tour of historic 
homes coinciding with Regatta were built before 
Astoria ever held such a festival. 

The tour, a fund-raising event for the Clatsop 
County Historical Society, will let interested 
people view the Capt. George Flavel House 
Museum and five private residences dating 
back as far as 1863. 

The first Regatta was held in 1894; the 
construction dates of four of the homes on the 
tour are 1863, 1879, 1883 and 1885. 

In addition, one of the homes was built in 1896, 
when Regatta, which was destined to become 
one of the longest-running continuous festivals 
in the Northwest, was but two years old. 

The sixth house is the only one on the tour 
built in the 20th century; it’s dated 1910. 

The tour will be Saturday, Aug. 22, and 
Sunday, Aug. 23. On Saturday, the hours will be 
10 a.m. to4 p.m. and on Sunday, 1 p.m. to4 p.m.

The full tour costs $7.50. Students aged 5 to 15 
will be admitted for $1, and children under 5 can 
take the tour for free. 

The tickets will also allow admittance to the 
Heritage Center Museum and Art Gallery, a 
building that once served as Astoria’s City Hall 
and is now being restored. It is at 1618 Exchange 
St. 


As an alternative to the full tour price, adults 
can purchase tickets for admission to a single 
residence for $2. 

Tickets may be purchased at the Capt. George 
Flavel House Museum, 441 8th St., on the day of 
the tour. Advance purchases aren’t needed. 


Each person will be given a brochure, which 
will include a map of the area showing the 
location of each of the six homes to be visited. 
Volunteers will be on hand to explain the history 
and background of each house.
